ORGANIZATIONAL MEMBERSHIP DUES.45

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of46

the state to the executive council for the fiscal year47

beginning July 1, 2015, and ending June 30, 2016, the48

following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,49

to be used for the purposes designated:50
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For annual membership dues for organizations,1

associations, and conferences paid by an executive2

branch department or agency:3

2. An executive branch department or agency must5

apply to the executive council for approval prior to6

beginning a new membership or renewing a membership7

in an organization, association, or conference.8

Upon approval of a new membership or renewal of a9

membership, the executive council may transfer moneys10

appropriated pursuant to this section to the applicant11

executive branch department or agency for purposes of12

paying membership dues.13

Sec. 10. IOWA NEW JOBS TRAINING AGREEMENTS. An14

Iowa community college that entered into a new jobs15

training agreement pursuant to chapter 260E, which was16

effective in April 2012, with an Iowa employer may17

enter into a new agreement with such employer pursuant18

to chapter 260E, which will be effective September19

2015, and may use the base employment determined in20

April 2012 as the base employment for determining21

the new jobs eligible under the new agreement if the22

base employment determined in April 2012 was 2,12523

employees. The new agreement under chapter 260E shall24

be limited to seven years from the effective date of25

the agreement.26

Sec. 11. Section 8D.4, Code 2015, is amended to27

8D.4 Executive director appointed.29

The commission, in consultation with the director30

of the department of administrative services and the31

chief information officer, shall appoint an executive32

director of the commission, subject to confirmation33

by the senate.

The36

executive director shall be selected primarily for37

administrative ability and knowledge in the field,38

without regard to political affiliation. The governor39

shall establish the salary of the executive director40

within the applicable salary range nine as established41

by the general assembly. The salary and support of the42

executive director shall be paid from funds deposited43

in the Iowa communications network fund.44

Sec. 12. NEW SECTION. 70A.40 Elective public45

officer contact information.46

1. Within thirty days of an elective public officer47

swearing to an oath of office, the governmental entity48

the officer serves shall provide the officer with49

designated contact information with the governmental50
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entity. A governmental entity that maintains an1

internet site shall cause to be published the contact2

information for each of the entity’s elective public3

officers on the internet site maintained by the entity.4

An elective public officer shall provide additional5

contact information that would normally be used to make6

contact with the officer to the governmental entity to7

be published as provided in this section for designated8

contact information.9

2. a. For the purposes of this section, “contact10

information” means a telephone number and an electronic11

mail address.12

b. For the purposes of this section, “elective13

public officer” or “officer” means all of the following:14

(1) Members of the general assembly.15

(2) Members of a county board of supervisors.16

(3) Members of a city council.17

(4) Members of a board of directors of a school18

district.19

Sec. 13. Section 123.132, subsection 3, as enacted20

by 2015 Iowa Acts, Senate File 456, section 1, is21

amended to read as follows:22

3. A container of beer other than the original23

container that is sold and sealed in compliance with24

the requirements of subsection 2 and the division’s25

rules shall not be deemed an open container subject to26

the requirements of sections 321.284 and 321.284A if27

the sealed container is unopened and the seal has not28

been tampered with, and the contents of the container29

have not been partially removed.30

DIVISION III31

SALARIES, COMPENSATION, AND RELATED MATTERS32

Sec. 14. SALARY MODEL ADMINISTRATOR. The salary33

model administrator shall work in conjunction with34

the legislative services agency to maintain the35

state’s salary model used for analyzing, comparing,36

and projecting state employee salary and benefit37

information, including information relating to38

employees of the state board of regents. The39

department of revenue, the department of administrative40

services, the five institutions under the jurisdiction41

of the state board of regents, the judicial district42

departments of correctional services, and the state43

department of transportation shall provide salary data44

to the department of management and the legislative45

services agency to operate the state’s salary46

model. The format and frequency of provision of the47

salary data shall be determined by the department of48

management and the legislative services agency. The49

information shall be used in collective bargaining50
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processes under chapter 20 and in calculating the1

funding needs contained within the annual salary2

adjustment legislation. A state employee organization3

as defined in section 20.3, subsection 4, may request4

information produced by the model, but the information5

provided shall not contain information attributable to6

individual employees.7

DIVISION IV8

CORRECTIVE PROVISIONS9

Sec. 15. Section 123.122, Code 2015, as amended by10

2015 Iowa Acts, House File 536, section 48, is amended11

to read as follows:12

123.122 Permit or license required.13

A person shall not manufacture for sale or sell14

beer at wholesale or retail unless a permit is first15

obtained as provided in this subchapter or, a liquor16

control license authorizing the retail sale of beer is17

first obtained as provided in division subchapter I of18

this chapter. A liquor control license holder is not19

required to hold a separate class “B” beer permit.20

Sec. 16. Section 227.10, Code 2015, as amended by21

2015 Iowa Acts, Senate File 463, section 53, is amended22

to read as follows:23

227.10 Transfers from county or private24

institutions.25

Patients who have been admitted at public expense26

to any institution to which this chapter is applicable27

may be involuntarily transferred to the proper28

state hospital for persons with mental illness in29

the manner prescribed by sections 229.6 to 229.13.30

The application required by section 229.6 may be31

filed by the administrator of the division or the32

administrator’s designee, or by the administrator33

of the institution where the patient is then being34

maintained or treated. If the patient was admitted to35

that institution involuntarily, the administrator of36

the division may arrange and complete the transfer, and37

shall report it as required of a chief medical officer38

under section 229.15, subsection 5. The transfer39

shall be made at the mental health and disabilities40

disability services region’s expense, and the expense41

recovered, as provided in section 227.7. However,42

transfer under this section of a patient whose expenses43

are payable in whole or in part by a the mental health44

and disabilities disability services region is subject45

to an authorization for the transfer through the46

regional administrator for the patient’s county of47

residence.48

Sec. 17. Section 227.14, Code 2015, as amended by49

2015 Iowa Acts, Senate File 463, section 56, is amended50
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to read as follows:1

227.14 Caring for persons with mental illness from2

other counties.3

The regional administrator for a county that does4

not have proper facilities for caring for persons5

with mental illness may, with the consent of the6

administrator of the division, provide for such care7

at the expense of the mental health and disabilities8

disability services region in any convenient and proper9

county or private institution for persons with mental10

illness which is willing to receive the persons.11

Sec. 18. Section 229.1B, Code 2015, as amended by12

2015 Iowa Acts, Senate File 463, section 59, is amended13

to read as follows:14

229.1B Regional administrator.15

Notwithstanding any provision of this chapter to the16

contrary, any person whose hospitalization expenses17

are payable in whole or in part by a mental health18

and disabilities disability services region shall be19

subject to all administrative requirements of the20

regional administrator for the county.21

Sec. 19. Section 229.2, subsection 1, paragraph b,22

subparagraph (3), Code 2015, as amended by 2015 Iowa23

Acts, Senate File 463, section 60, is amended to read24

as follows:25

(3) As soon as is practicable after the filing of a26

petition for juvenile court approval of the admission27

of the minor, the juvenile court shall determine28

whether the minor has an attorney to represent the29

minor in the hospitalization proceeding, and if not,30

the court shall assign to the minor an attorney. If31

the minor is financially unable to pay for an attorney,32

the attorney shall be compensated by the mental33

health and disabilities disability services region34

at an hourly rate to be established by the regional35

administrator for the county in which the proceeding36

is held in substantially the same manner as provided37

in section 815.7.38

Sec. 20. Section 229.8, subsection 1, Code 2015, as39

amended by 2015 Iowa Acts, Senate File 463, section 61,40

is amended to read as follows:41

1. Determine whether the respondent has an attorney42

who is able and willing to represent the respondent in43

the hospitalization proceeding, and if not, whether the44

respondent is financially able to employ an attorney45

and capable of meaningfully assisting in selecting one.46

In accordance with those determinations, the court47

shall if necessary allow the respondent to select, or48

shall assign to the respondent, an attorney. If the49

respondent is financially unable to pay an attorney,50
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the attorney shall be compensated by the mental1

health and disabilities disability services region2

at an hourly rate to be established by the regional3

administrator for the county in which the proceeding4

is held in substantially the same manner as provided5

in section 815.7.6

Sec. 21. Section 229.10, subsection 1, paragraph a,7

Code 2015, as amended by 2015 Iowa Acts, Senate File8

463, section 62, is amended to read as follows:9

a. An examination of the respondent shall be10

conducted by one or more licensed physicians, as11

required by the court’s order, within a reasonable12

time. If the respondent is detained pursuant to13

section 229.11, subsection 1, paragraph “b”, the14

examination shall be conducted within twenty-four15

hours. If the respondent is detained pursuant to16

section 229.11, subsection 1, paragraph “a” or “c”,17

the examination shall be conducted within forty-eight18

hours. If the respondent so desires, the respondent19

shall be entitled to a separate examination by a20

licensed physician of the respondent’s own choice.21

The reasonable cost of the examinations shall, if the22

respondent lacks sufficient funds to pay the cost, be23

paid by the regional administrator from mental health24

and disabilities disability services region funds upon25

order of the court.26

If the applicant requests that the respondent31

be taken into immediate custody and the judge,32

upon reviewing the application and accompanying33

documentation, finds probable cause to believe that34

the respondent has a serious mental impairment and is35

likely to injure the respondent or other persons if36

allowed to remain at liberty, the judge may enter a37

written order directing that the respondent be taken38

into immediate custody by the sheriff or the sheriff’s39

deputy and be detained until the hospitalization40

hearing. The hospitalization hearing shall be held no41

more than five days after the date of the order, except42

that if the fifth day after the date of the order is a43

Saturday, Sunday, or a holiday, the hearing may be held44

on the next succeeding business day. If the expenses45

of a respondent are payable in whole or in part by46

a mental health and disabilities disability services47

region, for a placement in accordance with paragraph48

“a”, the judge shall give notice of the placement to49

the regional administrator for the county in which the50
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court is located, and for a placement in accordance1

with paragraph “b” or “c”, the judge shall order the2

placement in a hospital or facility designated through3

the regional administrator. The judge may order4

the respondent detained for the period of time until5

the hearing is held, and no longer, in accordance6

with paragraph “a”, if possible, and if not then in7

accordance with paragraph “b”, or, only if neither of8

these alternatives is available, in accordance with9

paragraph “c”. Detention may be:10

disability services region, placement as designated25

through the county’s regional administrator in the care26

of an appropriate hospital or facility on an inpatient27

or outpatient basis, or other appropriate treatment, or28

in an appropriate alternative placement.29

whole or in part by a mental health and disabilities34

disability services region through the county’s35

regional administrator, notice of a placement hearing36

shall be provided to the county attorney and the37

regional administrator. At the hearing, the county may38

present evidence regarding appropriate placement.39

administrator before application for admission49

is made to the hospital.

The board of directors of a school10

district and the authorities in charge of an accredited11

nonpublic school shall determine the school start12

date for the school calendar in accordance with this13

subsection and shall set the number of days or hours of14

required attendance for the school year as provided in15

section 299.1, subsection 2, but the board of directors16

of a school district shall hold a public hearing on17

any proposed school calendar prior to adopting the18

school calendar.

health or developmental disabilities services selected42
